Here Come 
The Huskers! 


Lincoln, NE. — Look out Big Eight Conference; here 
come the Cornhuskers. 

Colorado learned that the hard way last Saturday, 
much to the. delight of 76,168 fans in sun-bathed 
Memorial Stadium, by failing to Nebraska 59-0 in the 
conference opener for both teams. 

Under the direction of sophomore quarterback Turner 
Gill, Nebraska shattered Colorado’s defense for 719 
yards of total offense and an NCAA record 42 first 
downs. Gill, who was making his first varsity collegiate 
start, passed for four touchdowns to tie an NU school 
record shared by Vince Ferragamo and David Humm. 

Behind a charged-up offensive line, Gill mixed in han- 
doffs to I-backs Mike Rozier and Roger Craig and 
fullback Phil Bates with 176 yards passing to put the 
game away early. 

Rozier, Bates, and split end Todd Brown each scored 
two touchdowns, while Craig was the game's leading 
rusher with 96 yards in 11 carries. Rozier, starting for 
the first time as a Cornhusker, gained 95 yards in 11 car- 
ries. 

The Cornhusker offense was awesome and so was the 
Black Shirt defense, which spent most of the second half 
on the bench after initiating what would become 
Nebraska’s first shutout of Colorado in 76 years.

he was a little concerned about the ease with whic'+ 
his Cornhuskers disposed of Colorado in their Big 
Eight Conference opener last Saturday. 

“I suppose this Is the first week I’ve had any concern 
about over-confidence,”” Osborne said as he began 
preparing his team for this Saturday’s game with Kansas 
State in Manhattan. 

Kansas State might not seem to be a cause for worry. 
The Wildcats have lost four straight games after opening 
with a 31-10 victory over South Dakota, and they’ll be 
coming off a 58-13 loss to Missouri in their Big Eight 
opener. 

But Osborne is trying to keep his players’ emotions on 
an even keel after their 59-0 destruction of Colorado. 
After a game like that, in which everything worked, 

there’s “always a danger of what you tell your players 
going in one ear and out the other, but if anything, we 
needed a shot of confidence,” said Osborne. 

The victory over Colorado provided that emotional 
boost. “The offensive line was aggressive, the backs ran 
hard and we threw the ball better than we have all year,” 
he said. 

Even so, the Cornhuskers weren't flawless. Films of 
the game showed that they were occasionally guilty of 
small mistakes, “blocking with the wrong shoulder, 
stepping with the wrong foot, things like that,’”” Osborne 
said, adding that he hopes his team will realize it must 
continue to improve and ‘keep striving for perfection.’ 

Nebraska’s offense overwhelmed Colorado, however, 
“the thing | was most pleased with was the way our 
defense played,” he said. 

The Nebraska Black Shirts were without injured 
players Toby Williams and Steve McWhirter, who has 
been sidelined since early in the lowa game with a knee 
injury. McWhirter, a Junior from Fairfield, lowa, suited 
up for the Colorado game, however, and is expected to 
be back playing against Kansas State.

After losses to lowa and Penn State in its first three 
games, Nebraska looked like anything but a contender 
for national and Big Eight honors. 

But Just how much of a difference has that tough 
opening schedule made for the Cornhuskers as they 
enter the “new season?” 

If Nebraska had beeri playing an easier schedule, 
would it have been too late to go to a Turner Gill when 
the tough end of the Big Elght schedule arrived? Pro- 
bably. That is merely one example. The losses, of course, 
were hard to take. But they showed specifically what had 
to be done to develop this Husker team into a Big Eight 
champion. And, as evidenced by the NU-of-old perfor- 
dig against Colorado last week, the Huskers have ar- 
rived. 

Coach Tom Osborne's squad has labored under the 
most trying of circumstances against some of the na- 
tion’s top teams. Florida State, in the start of a natlonal-

pretty good offense since the lowa game.” 

The yardage mounted against Colorado, in part, 
because of the Buffalo defense. “I thought they’d be 
better than they were,” he said. 

Against the Buffaloes, Nebraska’s offense showed a 
running-passing balance which had been missing in all 
but the Penn State game this season. Sophomore 
quarterback Turner Qill passed for 178 yards and a 
school-record tying four touchdowns, and the 
Cornhusker backs rushed for 541 yards. 

Sophomore junior college transfer Mike Rozier made 
his first start at Nebraska and responded by gaining 95 
yards in 11 carries, a yard less than junior Roger Craig 
picked up in the same number of tries. “It’s great to 
have those players. You really need two I-backs when 
you play in the Big Eight,” Osborne said, adding that he 
still hopes to be able to redshirt sophomore Jeff Smith. 

Smith, who was a high school All-American in Wichita, 
Kan., likely won‘t be on the travel roster for Kansas 
State. Kansas State was among the schools on the list 
from which he made his final college choice. 

Osborne indicated that Rozier, who played one season 
at Coffeyville, Kan., Junior College, might start against 
Kansas State, but “I really don’t know.” he said. 

The performances of the two I-backs were so similar — 
their carries were the same, their yardage was the same, 
and “they both had one fumble and recovered it,” said 
Osborne — that Craig might start this week, and if 
things remain equal, Craig and Rozier could be 
alternated as starters throughout the remainder of the 
season. Between them, they‘ve already rushed for 922 
yards this fall, and they’ve combined to average more 
than six yards per carry. 

According to Osborne, Nebraska should be able to 
prepare for Kansas State with the same determination it 
would have if the opponent were Missouri or Oklahoma. 
“The emphasis we try to keep Is for the players to play as 
well as they can every week,” he said. 


If the Cornhuskers know they've played as hard as 
they can play, they'll “avoiditotal discouragement, even 
lf they get beat,” said Osborne. 

If they play the way they played against Colorado last 
Saturday, they aren’‘t likely to be confronted with that 
problem.
